SPEECHES AT TAJIK PARTY CONGRESS 
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[Report by 5. K. Kurbanov, deputy auditing commission chairman: “Report of the Auditing 
Commission of the Communist Party of Tadzhikistan) 


{24 Jan 81, pp 5-6) 


[Text] Comrades! The Soviet people and its vanguard, the great party of Lenin, are 
approaching the 26th Congress of the CPSU with a sense of deep satisfaction and enor- 
mous pride at their great accomplishments over the course of their labors in the build- 
ing of communism in our country and with unshakable confidence in the future. 


For Tadzhikistan, as well as for all fraternal republics of the Soviet Union, the peri- 
od under review represents a new stage of intensive economic development and improve- 
ment in the well-being of the people, a stage which has seen the working people and the 
republic perty organization unite still more closely around the CPSU and its Leninist 
Central Committee and Politburo, headed by Comrade Leonid Il'ich Brezhnev, General Sec- 
retary of the CPSU Central Committee, chairman of the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet 
of the USSR and great continuer of the cause of Lenin and of the Great October Social- 
ist Revolution. 


Comrades! in its practical activities the auditing commission of the Communist Party 
of Tadzhikistan, elected by the 18th Congress, has taken its guidance from the Rules 

of the CPSU, the decisions of the 25th Party Congress and instructions and directives 
from the Central Auditing Commission of the CPSU. Members of the auditing commission 
have participated actively in all work of the Central Committee of the Communist Party 
of Tadzhikistan and in the implementation of its decisions; they have checked regularly 
upon the financial and administrative operations of the Central Committee of the Commu- 
nist Party of Tadzhikistan, adherence to the income and expenditure provisions of the 
party budget and maintenance of budgetary and financial discipline. Its attention has 
been focused upon admission procedures, the recording and reporting of party membership 
dues and the transmission of workers’ letters, complaints and requests to the Central 
Committee of the Communist Party of Tadzhikistan. 


The auditing commission of the Communist Party of Tadzhikistan has rendered both prac- 
tical assistance as well as assistance regarding methods and procedures to the auditing 
commissions of oblast, city and rayon party organizations, conducted seminars and made 
recommendations concerning the planning and conduct of inspections and audits, all of 
which has helped improve the financial and administrative operations of party commit- 
tees and increased efficiency and attention to specifics in the handling of workers' 
letters, complaints and requests. 

















The income component of the republic party budget for the period under review is com- 
prised of membership dues, publishing activities and other receipts, Income targets 
have been met each year. 


Inepections which have been conducted indicate that the overwhelming majority of party 
members and candidate members observe strict party discipline and pay their membership 
dues on time. But there still remain no small number of primary party organizations 
in which this important aspect of party work is receiving inadequate attention and in 
which the necessary measures are not being taken to eliminate instances of late payment 
of party membership dues and of payments not made from total wages or which fail to 
take certain kinds of bonuses and other forms of compensation into account. In some 
places dues payments are accepted in a lump sum for several months at a time without 
discussion on the part of the communists. 


A most glaring violation of the CPSU Rules was discovered in the primary party organiza- 
tion of a communication center in the Fayzabadskiy Rayon party organization, where com- 
rade Kabirova, the party organization secretary, was accepting party dues from a number 
of communists for three to four and more months without bringing these matters up with 
the bureau or at 4 general party meeting. According to one report, a comrade Ikchurin, 
secretary of the primary party organization of the SPMK-Z trust Tadzhikspetssel 'stroy, 
was also accepting membership dues from communists for several months at a time. 


The secretary of the party committee of Kolkhoz imeni Kalinin io Leninabadskaya 
Oblast 's Nauskiy Rayon, a comrade Abdumadzhidov, who has since been relieved of his 
position, had deposited in the savings bank only in June those membership dues, in 
the sum of 360 rubles, which had been collected over the period January-May 1980, 

the 367 rubles paid in subsequent months only in October. Individual city and rayon 
party committees have been submitting summary reports on receints of membership dues 
to the Central Committee and oblast committees of the Communist Party of Tadzhikistan 
without having first received reports from all primary party organizations. 


The Central Committee of the Communist Party of Tadzhikistan has paid continuous atten- 
tion to proper procedures for receiving, recording and reporting party membership dues. 
The performance in this connection of a number of rayon party organizations and party 
committees of large industrial enterprises, associations and higher educational insti- 
tutions have been discussed at meetings of the central committee secretariat. The 
central committee secretariat also discusses this matter every year in the process of 
approving financial reports; its decisions have been made on the basis of reports sub- 
mitted by the Auditing Commission of the Communist Party of Tadzhikistan. 


In carrying owt central committee directives party committees have put forth definite 
efforts to eliminate existing deficiencies, and the overwhelming majority of primary 
party organizations have now begun to employ proper procedures in this area. 


The quality of the republic newspapers TODZHIKISTONI SOVETI, KOMMUNIST TADZHIKISTAN 
and SOVET TOZHIKISTONI has been substantially improved; their production costs have 
been reduced, as have their alministrative and nonproduction expenditures. Income 
from publishing has consequently risen over the period under review, allocations to 
the party budget increasing 60 per cent. tt at the same time there remain irregu- 
larities in newspaper and journal publica. .on schedules, for which the publisher pays 
penalties to the communications authorities. 


Fulfillment of the income provisions of the republic party budget has made possible 
complete and timely financing of republic party organs accountable to the Central 











Committee of the Communiat Party of Tadzhikistan and a substantial increase in the 
volume of capital construction, Through allocation of party budget resources, the 
past period has seen administrative buildings turned over fur operations for the Ku- 
lyabekiy and Leninabadskiy party obkoms, the Dushanbinskiy gorkom and the Ashtekiy, 
Garmekiy, Leningradskiy and Oktyabr'skiy party raykoms; conetructic.: completed on the 
Gorno~Badakhehanskiy House of Political Education and on the Kurgan-Tyubinskiy obkom 


building and work continued on the Ayninskiy, Kabodiyenskiy and Frunzenskiy party ray- 
kom projects. 


At the same time it is necessary to point out that the auditing commission has re- 
peatedly called the attention of the Central Committee Office of Administrative Af- 
fairs to the fact that contracting construction organizations have not always been 
fulfilling their contractual obligations and that construction on a number of projects 
has been unjustifiably delayed for extended periods of time. 


The auditing commission believes it necessary to report to the congress that, as a rule, 
bo. the Central Committee of the Comnunist Party of Tadzhikistan and the majority of 
party bodies accountable to it expend monies allocated from the republic party budget 
for support of party bodies for their proper purposes and in strict accordance with 

the approved allocations. But some party gorkoms and raykoms persist in their breaches 
of budgetary discipline and expend resources in excess of authorized allocations, pri- 
marily for international talks, office and printing expenses and out-of-town business 
travel. 


During the period under review the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Tadzhi- 
kistan has conducted republic seminars for primary party organization secretaries and 
their deputies responsible for matters connected with ideological work, secretaries 
and department heads of party obkoms, gorkoms and raykoms and personnel in charge of 
ideological activities; readership conferences on Comrade Brezhnev's books "Malaya 
zemlya" (Small Land], "Vozrozhdeniye" (Rebirth) and "Tselina" [Virgin Land]; confer- 
ences on science and practice on the themes "The Unity of Economic-Organizational and 
Ideological-Educational Work," "Integration-The Most Important Way to Increase the 
Effectiveness of Marxist-Leninist Education" and "Work Competition in the Service of 
the Eleventh Five-Year Plan" and other measures financed by resources allocated from 
the party budget. But resources allocated for these purposes go unutilized year after 
year. 


Political education houses and centers are supported by resources allocated from the 
party budget. Such resources also go to fund the Institute of Party History of the 
Central Committee of the Communist Party of Tadzhikistan. 


Comrades! Under the conditions prevailing with the gradual, consistent development of 
socialist democracy and the strengthening of the ties between the party and the people, 
the handling of workers’ letters and requests becomes of increasing importance. Play- 
ing an enormous role in improving this aspect of our work have been the directives of 
Comrade L. I. Brezhnev, General Secretary of the CPSU Central Committee and Chairman 
of the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet of the USSR, and the decree, “Further Improve- 
ment in the Handling of Workers’ Letters in Light of the Decisions of the 25th Congress 
of the CPSU." 


The republic's party committees are continuously improving their handling of workers' 
letters. This matter was discussed at the 14th Plenum of the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party of Tadzhikistan in 1979, at party obkom, gorkom and raykom plenumns 








and at meetings of the party aktiv. The bureau and secretariat of the Central Commit- 
tee systematically analyze the nature of both the personal and written appeals to the 
Central Committee of the Communiat Party of Tadzhikistan, the handling they receive 
within the various departments of the Central Committee and the status of this work 
within the republic's party, soviet and economic organizations. Central Committee 
members, the party aktiv and deputies are becoming increasingly involved in the in- 
quiries and follow-ups in connection with these communications. 


The Central Committee apparatus has developed the practice of conducting joint inqui- 
ries and follow-ups and intradepartmental discussions of the status of work on workers’ 
letters and of arrangements for the reception of visitors to ministries and departments. 
The leaders and secretaries of primary party organizations of ministries and depart- 
ments and the aktiv responsible for these matters are usually invited to these meetings. 


Specific steps are being taken to eliminate the causes of citizen complaints. One-day 
political programe are conducted for this purpose with the participation of leaders of 
party, soviet and economic organizations. 


The greatest number of complaints and requests the Central Committee receives concern 
housing matters. A study of these communications reveals that they do not invariably 
have to do with delays in housing construction or housing shortages or deficiencies. 
Complaints are frequently the result of failures to assign housing space to people in 
the proper sequence, failures to fulfill promises previously made and, on occasion, of 
abuses. There have also been instances of promises and statements made in writing 
which have not been backed up by concrete action. 


There have also been many complaints concerning labor disputes and unsatisfactory per- 
formance on the part of transportation, communication or other municipal services, 
business operations or domestic or personal services and reports of improper conduct 
or abuses on the pert of individual officials. it should be said that the Central 
Committee takes special care in looking into these complaints and takes thoroughgoing 
measures against those responsible. 


Kepublic party organs have been devoting considerably more attention to personal ap- 
peals from citizens. After discussing the status of the procedure for receiving citi- 
zens in 1979, the Bureau of the Ce tral Committee of the Communist Party of Tadzhiki- 
stan set aside a day for republic-level reception. The same procedure has now been 
instituted in republic oblast centers, cities and rayons. 


Public reception facilities where citizens with requests or *ecatements can meet with 
deputies or personnel from legal agencies are open in the editorial offices of many 
party newspapers. The press has been sharply critical of delays and instances of 
purely formal attitudes shown toward workers' statements. 


The handling of workers’ complaints and statements as well as their personal reception 
nevertheless require further improvement. The task involved consists in continuously 
strengthening the ties binding the party to the masses, striving for the practical im- 
plementation of CPSU Central Committee decrees on the handling of workers' letters, 
continuously analyzing the suggestions, requests and statements contained in those 
letters and expressed in the course of personal receptions, generalizing and studying 
citizens’ suggestions, responding to them and identifying and then eliminating the 
situations giving rise to complaints. 








Personnel of the party commission of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of 
Tadzhikistan carefully study and check the material associated with personal matters 
and offer well-reasoned suggestions with respect co these matters, which contributes 
to their resolution in an objective manner, But not all personal matters are being 
settled within the period of time specified by CPSU rules. Over the course of the 
period under review only 68.1 per cent of personal cases were being considered within 
a month, 


This situation is to be explained not only by the inefficiency of party commission 
personnel, but also by the fact that party committees do not always prepares documents 
properly and submit them in a timely manner to the Central Committee of the Communist 
Party of Tadzhikistan. It should be emphasized that the bureau of the Central Commit- 
tee of the Communist Party of Tadzhikistan has repeated| brought to the attention of 
party gorkome and rajkoms that fact that personal matters, decisions in which are sub- 
ject to confirmation by the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Tadzhikistan, 
and inquiries in connection with the receipt of appeals are to be forwarded to the 
Central Committee within five days. A number of party organizations are nevertheless 
failing to comply with this requirement. 


Comrades! Comrade D. R. Rasulov's summary report provides a conclusive, detailed 
account of the grand accomplishments to the credit of the communists and of all the 
republic's working peop'e following the 25th Congress of the CPSU and the |l8th Congress 
of the Communist Party o! Taazhikistan and sets forth the tasks to be accomplished in 
connection with solving the specific problems to be encountered in the course of the 
coming phase of the struggle for communism. 


Allow me to express my firm conviction that, under the wise leadership of the Leninist 
Communist Party of the Soviet Union, the party organization of Tadzhikistan will con- 
tinue successfully in the future to carry out the grandiose tasks involved in bu ‘ing 
communism and implement the historic decisions which will be made by the 26th © 8s 
of our Communist Party.

[Text] Comrades! The Communist Party of the Soviet Union is going into its 26th Con- 
gress armed with a comprehensive program continuing the economic growth and increasing 
the prosperity of our country set forth in the CPSU Central Commit ee draft for the 
26th Party Congress, "Primary Directions of the Economic and Social Development of the 
USSR during the Period 1981-1985 and for the Period to 1990." Discussion of this im- 
portant party political document took the form of a soviet of the whole nation and was 
a manifestation of the true democratism of our system. following its unanimous approv- 
al of communists and of the entire Soviet people, the CPSU Central Committee draft 
generated a new wave of initiatives and creative energy on the part of the republic's 
working people, a sense of pride in our motherland and a desire to render a worthy 
salute to the 26th CPSU Congress in the form of the gifts of their labors. 


The Central Committce's summary report to the 19th Congress of the Communist Party of 
Tadzhikistan is a thorough, in-depth description of the manifold efforts of the repub-

Central Committee plenums, analysis and generalization of accumulated experience and 
assignment of future tasks. The rep: ts and elections demonstrated once again that 
our party was solidly maintaining i Leninist norms of party life and principles of 
party leadership. 


Comrades! The credentials commission is pleased to point out the fact that the elec- 
tion of delegates to the 19th Congress of the Communist Party of Tadzhikistan have 
everywhere been conducted in full accordance with party cules and CPSU Central Commit- 
tee instructions, by secret (closed) vote and with observance of the norm of represen- 
tation prescribed by the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Tadzhikistan--one 
delegate for each 105 party members. Delegates to the congress were elected at oblast, 
city and rayon party conferences; communists on the rolls of party organizations in the 
Soviet Army or in the internal security or border troops were elected together with 
representatives of territorial party organizations. A total of 987 delegates have 

been elected to the 19th Congress of the Communist Party of Tadzhikistan. Of these, 
755 delegates, or /6.5 per cent, are participating in the work of a congress for the 
first time. 


The commission checked the credentials of all delegates and recognized their validity. 


All oblast, city and rayon party organizations are represented at the congress; oblast 
party conferences elected 623 delegates to the congress, city and rayon conferences 
364. 











The largest delegations are those from Leninabadskaya Oblast, 337 delegates; the capi- 
tal of the republic, the city of Dushanbe, 215 and from Kurgan-Tyubinskaya Oblast, 135. 
Kulyabskaya Oblast is represented at the congress by 89 delegates, Gorno-Badakhshan- 
skaya Autonomous Oblast by 62 and cities and rayons under republic jurisdiction by 

149 delegates. 


Comrades! The credentials commission is pleased to report that elections of delegates 
to the 19th Congress were in all party organizations held in an atmosphere of complete 
unanimity. Communists have sent to the congress those who by their selfless labors 
have won great authority among communists as well as the broad masses of working people. 


Our Communist Party is the party of the working class, of the entire Soviet people, its 
tried and proven fighting advance guard. We find this reflected in the composition of 
delegations to the congress. Present here today are representatives of the working 
class, the kolkhoz peasantry and of the national intelligentsia, of all social groups 
comprisin; the republic's population. A great number of delegates are workers directly 
involved in the sphere of material production. 


A substantial number, 259, or 27.4 per cent, comprises workers from all branches of the 
national economy, workers in the vanguard of the builders of a communist society. Among 
them are Mukhabbat Sharifov, Hero of Socialist Labor and leader of a combined, multi- 
purpose brigade on the construction of the Baypazinskaya GES; Tadzhiddin Imomaliyev, 
Kero of Socialist Labor and leader of a mine-tunneling brigade with the Kayrakkymskaya 
geological prospecting expedition; Nikolay Sergeyevich Mileksetov, USSR State Prize 
winner and assistant foreman of the Dushanbe hosiery factory, who has fulfilled three 
targets over the course of the five-year plan period; Tamara Nikolayevna Vereshchagina, 
a weaver with the Dushanbe cotton association, who has fulfilled 12 state norms during 
the five-year plan period and many others setting remarkable examples of heroic labor 
and coming out in the forefront of the launching of many valuable patriotic initiatives 
and movements. Also among congress delegates are some of those putting up the Nurek- 
skaya, Rogunskaya and Baypazinskaya GES, the Tadzhikskiy aluminum and the Yavanskiy 
electrochemical plants, livestock raising complexes and other large facilities. 


Agricultural workers, who through their selfless labors have made possible the fulfill- 
ment of Tenth-Five-Year-Plan targets with cespect to all basic indicators, are also 
worthily represented at the congress. Of the 276 representing rural communists, 220, 
cv 79.7 per cent, are ordinary kolkhozniki, sovkhoz workers, team and brigade leaders, 
animal husbandry specialists and farm managers. 


Present here are delegates famous for their expertise in achieving high cotton yields 
and noted stock breeders, specialists and kolkhoz, sovkhoz and interfarm enterprise 
managers. Achieving substantial labor successes over the course of the past five-year 
plan period have been Idi Karimov of Parkharskiy Rayon, brigade leader and Hero of 
Socialist Labor, Dilbarniso Nurmatova, Hero of Socialist Labor and machine operator 
from the Kolkhoz imeni Frunze in Khodzhentskiy Rayon, Akbar Khodzhimuratov, Hero of 
Socialist Labor, brigade leader from the 40 Years of Tadzhikistan virgin land sovkhoz 
in Zafarobodskiy Rayon and deputy of the Supreme Soviet of the USSR, Turakhon Toshev, 

a shepherd from Dangara Sovkhoz in Dangarinskiy Rayon, Abdufa#z Dustov, Hero of Social- 
ist Labor and brigade leader from Kolkhoz imeni Lenin in Kolkhozabadskiy Rayon and many 
others. 


In the building of communism, in achieving progress in science and technology and in 
the formation of the world view of the Soviet man, his moral convictions and his spir- 
itual culture, the role of the Soviet intelligentsia is a great one. Two hundred five 











delegates are representing the national intelligentsia at the congress, Among them 
are 8 academicians and corresponding members of the Academy of Sciences, 25 delegates 
holding doctorates or the degree of candidate of sciences, 13 employees of scientific 
or higher educational institutions and 59 delegates representing the fields of litera- 
turé, art, culture, public education and public health. 


Comrades! The rapid pace of development our republic, like all the country's union 
republics, and the increasing scales of communist construction urgently require im- 
provement of party leadership in economic and cultural development and in the educa- 
tion of the people and of organizational and political work among the masses. The 
summary report of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Tadzhikistan points 
out that successful accomplishment of these tasks depends to a great degree upon the 
party cadres involved. Evidence of the well-de erved estimation of the difficult 
labors of the party worker is the fact thet from among them communists elected 160 
people as their delegates to the congress, « figure which includes 72 secretaries of 
party obkoms, gorkoms and raykoms and 156 primary- and shop-organization secretaries 
and party group organizers heading up lower-level party cells. 


Over the course of the past reporting and election campaign more than 1200 persons 
were elected primary organization secretaries for the first time. Roughly 36,000 
persons, or 1 communist in 3, took their places as members of leading party orgaus at 
all levels. Primary party organizations have grown in numbers during the period under 
review and have undergone improvement in their organization; and communists have been 
better placed, which creates favorable conditions for increasing party influence in 
all spheres of economic and cultural life. 


Workers in soviet, trade union and Komsomol organs and other public organizations are 
also widely represented. One hundred ninety soviet, trade union and Komsomol workers 
are participating the work of the congress. Among the delegates are 202 deputies of 
the Supreme Sovieis of the USSR and of the Tajik SSR and roughly 400 deputies of local 
soviets, which is evidence of the increasing role of mass workers' organizations in the 
life of the republic and of the communists’ active role in their work. 


Economic administrative and managerial cadres today bear great responsibility for in- 
creasing production efficiency and improving work quality at all levels of the national 
economy and economic planning and management. Sixty-six construction project super- 
visors and industrial enterprise and production association managers have been elected 
to the congress along with 56 kolkhoz chairmen and sovkhoz directors. 


As pointed out in the Central Committee's summary report, women have continued to play 
an increasing public-political and labor role throughout these years in all areas of 
our political, economic and cultural life. Two hundred seventy-three women, or 27.7 
per cent, have been elected delegates to the congress. These are the best women at 
work in industrial and agricultural production; women from science, the arts and educa- 
tion; doctors; party, soviet, trade union and Komsomol personnel and economic managers. 


Members of the Soviet Army and of the internal security and border troops are also 
among the delegates to the 19th Congress of the Communist Party of Tadzhikistan. Army 
communists provide models of combat and political training and serve as examples of 
faultless performance of military duty for all personnel.. 


Comrades! Among delegates to the 19th Congress, 60.2 per cent have higher, 30.3 per 
cent still uncompleted higher and secondary, education. Technicians, economists and 








engineers account for 299 delegates, agronomists and animal husbandry specialists 
for 140 and educators, physicians and jurists for 165. Many delegates have party 
political education. 


Six delegates joined the party between 1922 and 1940, 42 between 1941 and 1945 and 
102 between 1946 and 1955. Two hundred eighty-nine delegates joined the ranks of the 
CPSU during the period 1955-1965, 548 in subsequent years. 


The age composition of the delegates characterizes the unity and continuity of the 
generations of our Leninist party. This is a source of its strength and of its in- 
exhaustible creative energy. Delegates under 35 years of age account for 26.3 per 
cent, between 35 and 50 years 53.4 per cent, 51 and 60 17.4 per cent and those older 
than 60 2.9 per cent.

Throughout the yeare of the Tenth Five-Year Plan we have accomplished 
much in the development of our science as well. We have more people at work; we have 
strengthened the material-technical base of our science and established stronger ties 
between science and production, The Academy of Sciences of the Tajik SSR has become 

an important center of scientific thought and now occupies a worthy place among the 
acientific inetitutions of the country. 


Our scientists’ work in the field of meteor studies and the physics of comets has won 
well-deserved recognition. Scientific achievements of the Inatitute of Astrophysics 
are being successfully employed in the solution of a number of applied problems in 


geodesy, radiophysice and meteorology. 


The scientific efforts of our seismologists have also been marked by important suc- 
cesses. A new, integrated approach to long-term earthquake forecasting developed by 
scientists and specialists of the Academy of Sciences has made possible the correct 
prediction of the place, time and strength of a number of earth tremors. This shows 
that our seismologists are on the right track. But solution of the complex problem of 
predicting earthquakes requires the combined efforts of the country's entire seismo- 
logical science. 


Today, when Tadzhikistan is building large industrial and civic facilities, the re- 
search and recommendations of our scientists concerning matters associated with calcu- 
lation of seismic stresses as applied to the planning and design of buildings and 
structures assumes special importance. Scientists here were the first in the country 
to identify the effect of seismic activity upon the filling of the Nurekskaya GES 
reservoir. These studies will be of great practical importance in large-scale hydrau- 
lic engineering operations. 


Important results have also been achieved with respect to theoretical and applied 
physics and mathematics, the geological and chemical study of the republic's natural 
resources, the development of new and the improvement of existing production processes 
in various areas of the national economy, the production of fundamentally new materials 
to meet the requirements of today's technology and expansion of our arsenal of medicinal 
preparations and physiologically active substances. 


Working in close cooperation with agricultural experts, biological scientists are 
engaged in extensive efforts to increase the efficiency of agricultural production. 
Thanks to their combined efforts the past three years have seen Tadzhikistan practi- 
cally complete the changeover from continuous chemical treatment to an integrated 
system of dealing with cotton plant pests. This insures maximum protection of the 
cotton crop from pests and of the environment from pollution by toxic chemicals. 


Proving themselves over the course of the past five-year-plan period to have been to 
good advantage have been the joint decisions of the presidium of the Academy of Sci- 
ences and the collegia of a number of republic ministries and departments concerning 
creative collaboration and the long-term understandings and agreements on scientific 
and scientific-technical cooperation between academic institutions and branch scien- 
tific research institutes and higher educational institutions and industrial collec- 
tives.

The interests of scientific and technical progress demand new and better forme of 
communication between science and production. These forme might consist in setting up 
economically self-supporting laboratories within the framework of acientific inatitu= 
tions or industrial teat laboratories in association with major associations and enter- 
prises, direction of which with tespect to scientific methods would be exercised by 
scientific inetitutions and, -inally, in the creation of a higher organisational form 
by which to link science with industry, scientific-production complexes and special ised 
aecientific-produccion associations, 


Together with our natural sciences we are aleo successfully advancing our social sci- 
ences. We have well-qualified, highly skilled historians, philosophers, juriete, 
philologiste and art experts, They have produced numerous works which have enriched 
the spiritual culture of our people. Great progress has been achieved in the economic 
sciences. But we aleo realize that in this branch of science we have much yet to do. 
We are experiencing probleme in the training of social science personnel above 411 with 
respect to their professional orientation. We have only very few sociologists, and 
almost no specialists in social psychology.

[Excerpt] Comrade delegates! Ase they approach the 26th congress of our party, the 
Soviet people these days are seeing the meaning in the course they have traversed and 
evaluating in 4 serious, businesslike way the successes they have achieved in carrying 
out the plane for building communiem during the Tenth-Five-Year-Plan period. It is 
with a sense of joy and immense pride in the mighty creative force of the Soviet sye- 
tem that they view the grandiose accomplishments of our motherland. 


The Soviet people weli know that our victories have all been gained under the wise 
leadership of the Communist Party and ite Central Committee Politburo headed by the 
outstanding political and national figure of our time, Comrade Leonid I1'ich Brezhnev. 


The inspiring prospects for the future growth of our great multinational motherland 
find a comprehensive and well-grounded basis in the CPSU Central Committee draft for 
the 26th Congress of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union, "Primary Directions of 
the Bcononic and Social Development of the USSR for the Years 1981-1985 and the Period 
to 1990. 


This programmatic document is being widely discussed within party organizations, at 
workers’ meetings, in the press and on radio and television. 


The fact that in Tadzhikistan some 26,000 meetings have been held at which 167,000 
people have spoken gives an idea of the scope of this discussion. 


A document of enormous theoretical and practical importance, the CPSU Central Committee 
draft sets out new goals in the building of communism on the basis of a thorough Marx- 
ist-Leninist analysis of all past achievements and now of the urgent needs for the 
development of Soviet society, a creative generalization of the practical aspects 

of the building of compunism in the USSR and of a consideration of the practical ex- 
perience accumulated by other fraternal socialist countries and the specific conditions 
prevailing in the 1980's of our century. 


As compared with the Ninth Five-Year Plan, USSR national income over the Tenth Five- 
Year Plan period has been up 409 billion rubles, industrial production 717 billion 
rubles. Fixed production capital has grown |.4-fold. Territorial production complexes 
have been formed at an accelerated rate. Consistent implementation of the party's 
agricultural policy has made possible a strengthening of the material-technical base 
of our agriculture and an increase in agricultural production. 


Acceleration of the pace of scientific and technical progress and better management 
have increased the efficiency of our social production. It is enough to point out the 
fact that increases in labor productivity have accounted for 75 per cent of the growth 
of industrial production and all of the increase in agricultural output. 











Advances in economic development have made it possible to raise both the material and 
the cultural standards of living of our people, The real income of the population has 
risen 17 per cent. Per capita payments and benefits from social consumption funds are 
up 84 rubles over the figure for 1975. The spiritual needs of the Soviet people have 
been more fully met; the conditions in which they live and work have been improved. 
Progress has been made in education, culture, public health, physical culture and 
eport. 


The resulte of the Tenth Five-Year Plan constitute clear and dramatic evidence of the 
great creative potential of 4 mature socialist society. It has been a period of fur- 
ther development for Soviet Tadzhikistan as well. The republic's fixed production 
capital grew by almost 44 per cent, a figure which includes an increase of 60.5 per 
cent for industry, 25.8 per cent in construction and 36.9 per cent for agriculture. 
All branches of waterial production saw increases in their capital-labor ratios. 


The indices characterizing the republic's social and economic development have been 
analyzed at length, thoroughly and comprehensively, in the summary report of the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Communist Party of Tadzhikistan, which was presented to the con- 
gress by Commade Rasulov Dzhabar Rasulovich, first secretary of the central committee 
of the republic communist party. They are indeed impressive, made possible by the 
continuous assistance and concern demonstrated by both the party and the Soviet Govern- 
ment, and by Comrade Leonid Il'ich Brezhnev personally, for the development of the pro- 
ductive forces of the republic, for which the communists, and all working people of 
Tadzhikistan, express their warmest, most sincere gratitude. 


But as pointed out in the CPSU Central Committee draft, "...progress in the way of 
economic development and of accomplishing social tasks could have been more substantial 
if the advantages offered by the planned economy had been more thoroughly exploited, 
economic reserves, our still untapped potential for improved performance, brought into 
play more vigorously and deficiencied dealt with more persistently." 


This goes for our republic as well, of course. The Central Committee's summary report 
and speeches by delegates to the congress have rightly pointed out that the Council of 
Ministers, Gosplan, republic ministries and departments and ispolkoms of councils of 
people's deputies are still not moving at the proper level to aeal with the problems 
of improving planning and economic management, introducing more up-to-date methods of 
labor organization and more vigorously exploiting untapped potential for better per- 
formance. 


Just as before, a large number of republic enterprises, industries and organizations 
are failing to fulfill their plan targets, especially those concerning labor productiv- 
ity. Last year, 27 per cent of the enterprises within industry alone proved unable to 
measure up to the requirements imposed by this indicator; this caused shortfall in 
industrial production of almost 33 million rubles. 


While overall results have been gratifying, we are still seeing no few deficiencies and 
oversights in agriculture as well, particularly in animal husbandry. Each year an av- 
erage of almost 15 per cent of our farms have failed to fulfill plans for livestock and 
poultry sales, 20 per cent the plans for egg sales, 26 per cent those for milk sales. 


The Central Committee's summary report and the speeches of a number of delegates have 
raised in especially pointed terms the problem of the extraordinary delays being ex- 
perienced in the reorganization of the capital construction effort. You are all aware 
of the enormous amount of attention our party and the CPSU Central Committee are de- 
voting to this branch. Comrade Leonid Ll'ich Brezhnev has in his speeches repeatedly 
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emphasized the importance of capital construction for the entire national economy, The 
unfortusate thing is that we are in fact experiencing a capital lag in this branch, 


The Miniatry of Construction, for example, has not only failed to achieve growth and 
proved unable to fulfill most of ite plan targets, but in a number of areas it has even 
permitted a decline from Ninth Five-Year-Plan performance. Serious deficiencies are 
also to be noted in the performance of other construction ministries and departments. 
They have to remedied without delay, because it is clear that conditions presently pre- 
vailing will make impossible the successful solution of existing problems associated 
with further development of the economy and fuller satisfaction of the needs of the 
people. 


We have sharply to increase the accountability of economic administrative cadres in all 
branches of the national economy, tighten discipline in performance and more closely 
@onitor the action taken to carry out decisions. 


"The 1980's," declares the CPSU Central Committee draft, “will see the Communist Party 
systematically continuing implementation of its economic strategy, the ultimate objec- 
tive of which is to achieve continuous increases in the people's material and cultural 
standards of living and create better conditions for all-round individual development 
on the basis of further increases in the efficiency of all social production, higher 
labor productivity and greater social and labor activity on the part of the Soviet 
people. 





It calle for further dynamic, balanced development of the economy of the USSR as a 
single national-economic unit with proportional growth of all branches and union-repub- 
lic economies. Greater contributions by each union republic to the effort to accom- 
plish overall national tasks will strengthen still further the fraternal friendship 
between the peoples of our motherland. 


The Eleventh Five-Year Plan will constitute an important stage in pursuit of the party's 
main course over the coming decade. Ite main task “lies in insuring further improve- 
ment of the well-being of the Soviet on the basis of continuous, progressive develop- 
ment of the national economy, accelerated scientific and technical progress, shifting 
the economy over onto a path of intensive development, more efficient exploitation of 
the country's industrial potential, maximum economies in the use of all types of re- 
sources and improvement of work quality." 


Especially great importance attached to scientific and technological development, which 
should to a still greater extent be harnessed to the task of solving the most important 
problems associated with the future progress of Soviet society and of accelerating the 
shift of the economy over onto a path of intensive development. It is necessary sub- 
stantially to increase the efficiency of the performance of our scientific institutions, 
strengthen their ties with industry, put the results of scientific research to work in 
the national economy more quickly, shorten the times ~equired for the development, as- 
similation and introduction of new technology and intensively introduce the use of 
computers and automated control systems. 


Republic scientists have before them the task of participating in the development of 
many most important programs in the fields of science and technology and in the solu- 
tion of national economic problems. 


Through implementation of the science and technology provisions of the Eleventh Five- 
Year Plan it is planned to achieve savings of roughly 60 million rubles from reduction 
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of production costs alone, a figure 28 per cent above the level achieved over the 
course of the past five~year-plan period, 


Combination of the advances achieved during the scientific-technical revolution with 
the advantages offered by the socialist system insures continuous improvement in the 
well-being of the Soviet people. The Eleventh Five-Year Plan calle for the amount of 
national income going into consumption and accumulation to rise 18-20 per cent. 


Industrial production for the country as a whole over the five-year plan period is to 
rise by no less than 26-28 per cent, production of producer goods 26-28 per cent, 27- 
~29 per cent in the case of consumer goods. It should be stressed that more than 90 
per cent of the increase in industrial production is to be achieved by increases in 
labor productivity, which plane call for to rise 23-25 per cent. 


The volume of republic industrial production is to increase 24-27 per cent, 28-32 per 
cent in Kurgan-Tyubinskaya Oblast, 34-38 per cent in Gorno-Badakhshanskaya Autonomous 
Oblast and 41-45 per cent in cities and rayons under republic jurisdiction. It will 

be substantially increased in Leninabadskaya and Kulyabekaya Oblasts and in Dushanbe. 


The Yuzhno-Tadzhikekaya territorial production complex, where new capacities will be 
brought on line at the aluminum plant and construction will continue on the Yavanskiy 
electrochemical plant, will see further growth. Construction on the Bakhsh River 
Rogunskaya and Baypazinskaya GES is to be expanded. Plans call for electric power 
output to brought to 16 billion kilowatt-hours in 1985.

The trade unions and all republic working people wholly and entirely 
endorse our party's domestic and foreign policies and express their deep gratitude and 
appreciation to its Leninist Central Committee, the PSU Politburo, and to Comrade L. 
Il. Brezhnev personal'y for their unflagging efforts to increase the economic and de- 
fense strength of our motherland and improve the material well-being of the Soviet 


people. 


Under the leadership of party bodies, the republic's trade unions, which now number 
roughly 1,200,000 members, are orienting their organizational and educational efforts 

in the direction of developing the creative initiative and labor activity of the working 
people, expanding socialist competition and drawing workers and en,loyees into partici- 
pation in production planning and management. The past five-year-plan period saw 

52,000 recommendations introduced at sessions of standing production conferences for 
improving economic performance. More than 25,000 workers' suggestions have been in- 
cluded each year in collective agreements. 


Trade unions have intensified their involvement in the saving and economizing effort. 
Over the years of the Tenth Five-Year Plan, more than 32,000 suggestions have been sub- 
mitted in the course of public inspections alone, the implementation of which has made 
possible savings of roughly 45,000,000 rubles. VOIR [All-Union Society of Inventors 
and Rationalizers) and NTO [scientific and technical society] organizations have played 
an increased role in involving ‘orking people in technical innovation. They now count 
some 116,000 members in their ranks. 


Trade unions have also been more closely monitoring compliance with labor laws, step- 
ping up their efforts in support of implementation of comprehensive plans to improve 
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working conditions and industrial hygiene, health and sanitary improvement efforts, 
recreational arrangements and sanatorium and health resort treatment and of the devel- 
opment of touriem, physical culture and sports. Over the course of the five-year-plan 
period, more than 70 million rubles have been spent in implementation of work safety 
measures provided for by collective agreements alone. More than 300,000 people visited 
eanatoriums, health resorts and tourist and recreation centers, while some 465,000 
children went to Pioneer camps. City travel and excursion bureaus serve roughly 
500,000 travelers and more than 110,000 tourists each year. Nore than 5,000 republic 
working people toured abroad over the course of the five-year-plan period. 


In a word, all republic trade union efforts have represented active contributions to 
successful accomplishment of the social and economic tasks of the Tenth Five-Year Plan. 
At the same time, however, we realize that trade union organizations bear some respon- 
sibility for the deficiencies to be noted in the performance of enterprises, construc- 
tion projects, kolkhozes, sovkhozes and organizations and institutions and pointed out 
in the Central Committee's summary report. Their work frequently lacks specific direc- 
tion, efficiency and initiative. They are still only weakly influencing the fulfillment 
of counterplans and socialist obligations which have been undertaken and demonstrating 
insufficient exactingness toward economic managers with respect to the remedying of de- 
ficiencies in the organization of labor and production. 


A number of trade union organizations, especially in agriculture, construction and 
machine building, have failed to achieve complete fulfillment of obligations and 
measures called for in collective agreements. Neither are we everywhere seeing 
standing conferences on production actively playing their assigned roles or the neces- 
sary attention being devoted to workers' meetings and the dissemination of information 
on innovative practices. 


Substantial deficiencies are also to be noted in efforts in connection with the state 
social insurance program and in the organization of sanatorium and health-resort care 
for working people. Capital investments allocated for the construction and moderniza- 
tion of sanatoriums and health resort facilities are not being fully utilized; dead- 
lines for bringing these facilities into service are not being met. The republic is 
also lagging behind in the provision of housing and children's preschools. Trade union 
organizations are not maintaining an adequate public watch over the operation of com- 
mercial, personal service, public dining and passenger transport enterprises. 


The summary report and delegate speeches have devoted a great deal of attention to the 
matters of communist indoctrination for our working people, improvement in political 
and mass-scale cultural activities, tightening labor discipline and the development of 
the program of private instruction, physical culture, sport and tourism. Trade unions 
see their task to lie in increasing the efficiency of the whole range of means in our 
ideological arsenal and more closely coordinating their efforts with those of the Kom- 
somol and creative associations to the end of an all-round, harmonious development of 
the Soviet people and an increase in the level of their creative activity. 


Permit me to assure the 19th Congress of the Communist Party of Tadzhikistan that, 
under the leadership of party organs, the republic's trade unions will be striving 
with all the energy and persistence at their command to mobilize our working people 
for a worthy salute to the 26th Congress of the CPSU and implementation of our party's 
grand plans. ([Applause).

The summary report deeply and thoroughly reflects all aspects of 
our vital, exuberant creative life, ite successes, its achievements and its accomplish- 
ments. It also dealt openly, in a straightforward Leninist way, with the deficiencies, 
oversights and unresolved problems and questions we have yet to deal wich. 


The republic's journalists have charged me with the task of reporting to the party con- 
gress today from this great tribune that over the period just ended, and particularly 
after publication of the CPSU Central Committee decree, “Further Improvement in Ideo- 
logical and Political Education Work," our newspaper, journal, television, radio and 
Tajik News Agency personnel have great accomplishments to their credit. Every jovrnal- 
ist, every creative group, realizes the beneficial effect of the decree. 


Many interesting new columns and programs have appeared on the pages of our newspapers 
and our television and radio printing and broadcasting material providing thorough, in- 
depth analysis and serious generalization and reflection. A feel for the timely, in- 
tense interest and a constructive approach to problems characterize most of this mate- 
rial. Its authors strive to formulate the burning issues of the five-year-plan period 
and of the economic, national administrative and cultural development of the republic. 


But it has also to be said that articles and broadcasts do appear which deal with in- 
novative developments, improved labor practices, in only a shallow, unconvincing man- 
ner. They lack vital thought and feeling, a straightforward tone of confidentiality, 
simplicity and clarity. We have resolutely to drive material divorced from problems of 
production and morals, from working conditions and the everyday life of the people, 
from our newspaper pages and television broadcasts. 


Journalists write contemporary history. Their reports, their correspondence and essays, 
their analysis--these constitute documents of our time. They aren't sermonizing and 
teaching, but rather sharing their thoughts with us in a creative manner, as if invit- 
ing the reader or viewer or listener to reflect on these things along with him. These 
are the merits of the Soviet journalist, and this constitutes his difficult and vital 
mission. Well-educated, well-rounded, ideologically mature cadres are required to ac- 
complish it in worthy fashion. We are not, however, encountering unadulterated suc- 
cess in this regard. 


Of the 800 members of the USSR Union of Journalists in the republic, for example, fewer 
than one-third have any specialised education. We are nevertheless training no journal- 
ists in Tadzhikistan, despite the fact that the problem of cadres for this profession 

is becoming more critical by the year. 


A few years ago it was decided to set up a journalism department within the philology 
department at the state university. But the matter remains unresolved. It would not 
appear to me that even now it': too late get things straightened out. 


The republic is accomplishing much in the way of educating the people in a spirit of 
profound ideological conviction, patriotism, proletarian internationalism and a com- 
munist attitude toward labor. Television and radio are given to play a large role in 
this effort. As is pointed out in the CPSU Central Committee decree, “Further Improving 
Ideological and Political Education Work," the effectiveness of their efforts depends 
to a great extent upon the existence of a strong material and technical base. Much vas 
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been accomplished in this direction in recent years, although no little work remains 
undone. 


The press, television and radio cannot live without firm ties with the working people. 
That's why we consider letters from working people as one of the basic sources for our 
creative labors, from which we draw ideas and feelings for future articles and broad- 
casts. Last year the republic press received more than 90,000 letters. 


We have fine young people growing up; they are intelligent, competent and mature. But 
sometimes in talking with a young person who has just been presented his certificate 

for completion of his tenth classe you are surprised by is narrow outlook, What is the 
cause of this? It's apparently because far from all our schools are staffed with teach- 
ere measuring up to present-day professional requirements. So it is entirely natural that 
they will not be able to impart the full knowledge to students they should. The problem 
in my view is that we are not generating within our children a strong enough desire for 

a rich spiritual life, a love of excellence and beauty. To read books, attend the 
theater, to listen to music and be able to understand it and to have a knowledge of 


Soviet and world culture should be natural needs, necessities of life for the child 
of today. 


Of course there are many serious shortcomings to be noted in this connection in the 

press, radio and television as well. The summary report and speeches by congress dele- 

gates have rightly referred to these and other deficiencies of the mass information 

media. We will be taking these criticisms deeply to heart and applying all efforts 
to raise the work of the republic's press to higher levels. 


Permit me to assure the 19th Congress of the republic's communist party that republic 
journalists will remain boundlessly devoted to the cause of our party and the Soviet

[Text] Comrades! A great effort is under way in our country to improve social rela- 
tions, strengthen the legal foundations of Soviet society and further advance socialist 
democracy. The CPSU Central Committee draft points out that accomplishment of the 
tasks in view presumes the strictest adherence to legality in economic activity. 


The practical activities of our internal affairs organs over the past five years have 
been conducted under favorable social conditions. The structure and system of admin- 
istration of internal affairs organs have been improved; they are now better organized, 
discipline is tighter and responsibility greater at all levels and in all areas of 
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activity. In accordance with party and government directives we have intensified our 
crime prevention efforts. Special attention has been devoted to improving our selec- 
tion of cadres for service with internal affairs organs, improving their personal 
qualities and professional training, tightening service discipline and strengthening 
socialist legality. 


At the same time, however, we are still only slowly reorganizing our operations and not 
to the maximum extent directing the efforts of our personnel, as well as of society at 
large, toward accomplishment of the tasks involved in maintaining law and order and 
fighting crime. 


Although we have gained beneficial practical experience during the recent past in the 
way of cooperation with labor collectives, there remain no few deficiencies in this 
area. The managers, directors and social organizations of enterprises and institutions 
do not always properly respond to our information concerning instances in which laws 
have been broken. 


A broad front and unity and purposefulness in efforts undertaken at both the work place 
and in residential areas are important in preventing crime. Public centers for the 
maintenance of order, of which there are now more than 200 throughout the republic, 
have become focal points for this effort within microregions. They have made it pos- 
sible to combine the efforts of groups of deputies, enterprise personnel, volunteer 
public patrols, comradely courts and militia in the fight against crime and the main- 
tenance of public order. 


The activities of these public centers is concerned first and foremost with the preven- 
tion of domestic crime. A substantial proportion of our acts of hooliganism are commit- 
ted for precisely domestic reasons. That is why we have to intensicy the efforts of 
both the militia and the public at large in our residential areas. 


Of all our problems the one requiring the greatest amount of attention is the concern 
and provision for our teenagers and young people. As a rule, purposeful joint efforts 
on the part of both the militia and the public yield positive results. Many minor 
offenders have changed their behavior and found vocations performing socially useful 
labor. But microregions in a number of cities unfortunately lack the facilities neces- 
sary for organizing leisure-time activities for their youth. 


Achieving a fundamental improvement in the maintenance of public order in our cities 
constitutes one of our central tasks. Crime on the streets, drunkenness, hooliganism 
and other manifestations of antisocial behavior are drawing the justifiable condemna- 
tion of our citizens. Necessary measures are now being taken. 


Much has been accomplished within the republic by way of providing for the security of 
socialist property. At the same time, however, the facts clearly indicate that steps 
so far taken to close off channels of misappropriation and deal decisively with mis- 
management, waste, falsification and padding of information and other deceptive prac- 
tices are inadequate. The amounts wasted, misappropriated and padded in a number of 
ministries remain substantial. 


The increasing occurrence in a number of places of such antisocial phenomena as specu- 
lation in consumer goods is also a cause of concern. This is associated in many in- 
stances with abuses on the part of business and commercial employees who "warm" their 
hands over a shortage. Eradication of this phenomenon depends not only upon adminis- 
trative organs, but first and foremost upon more efficient operation of our commercial 
enterprises, control agencies and the public at large. 
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The party considers the tightening of state administrative, social and labor disci- 
pline and the strengthening of socialist legality and law and order important aspects 
of the task of building communism. Personnel of our law-enforcement agencies will 
strive still more purposefully to discharge their vital responsibility to the party 
and the people.

{Speech by P. Babadzhanov, rector of Tajik State University imeni V. I, Lenin]

[Text] Comrades! The past five years have seen the scientists, professors, instruc- 
tors and other personnel of our institutions of higher education make a substantial 
contribution to increases in the industrial and scientific-technical potential of all 
branches of the republic's economy. The Tajik State University imeni Lenin alone has 
— some 9500 specialists ‘n 40 fields, VUZs of the republic as a whole more than 
5,000. 


Now at work in Tadzhikistan are 18 academicians, 26 corresponding members, more than 

150 doctors of sciences and professors and over 1000 candidates of sciences and docents. 
These successes constitute visible results of the concern of the party and government 
for the development of the higher school. 


In the course of the discussion at meetings and in the pages of the republic press of 
the CPSU Central Committee draft, a number of suggestions were advanced for further 
improving higher education within the republic. Permit me to speak about some of these 
problems. 


The council of VUZ rectors believes that what is first and foremost required is further 
improvement in the system of planning the training of more highly qualified cadres, 
which is not always coordinated with plans governing the republic's economic and cul- 
tural development. Ministerial, departmental and institutional requests frequently 
prove inadequate!y justified. 


The need for »vetter planning of training for specialists involved our system of evening 
and correspondence instruction, which the draft declares must also be developed and im- 
proved. As many as 70 per cent of the students enrolling in the evening and correspon- 
dence divisions of the university are secondary school graduates, while in all branches 
of the national economy there are experienced workers in many full-time positions who 
still have no higher education. Branch ministries need to be more exacting with re- 
spect to the level of cadre theoretical training. 


In our age of scientific and technical revolution th scales of information are con- 
tinuously increasing and the process of bringing knowledge up to date at the same time 
accelerated. The state university is making a definite contribution to the effort to 
raise the skill level of our cadres. But we are still insufficiently exploiting our 
true potential in this respect. What we need is a scientifically based plan for im- 
proving the skill level of our specialists over the long term, a plan prepared on the 
basis of methods of scientific forecasting through the joint efforts of scientists, 
planning agencies and the VUZs themselves. 


Our republic VUZs could achieve still greater success with a stronger material-techni- 
cal base, the creation of the proper living conditions, improved medical services, the 
development of sports and health-improvement complexes and so forth. We have repeatedly 
addressed urgent requests to our higher-level organizations for acceleration of the 
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construction of university facilities, but the pace of construction operations re- 
mains, as before, unsatisfactory, It has now become necessary to create a special 
construction organization, a Vugetroy trust or administration, 


And one more thing. The now familiar decree of the CPSU Central Committee and Council 
of Ministers of the USSR on the higher school specifies that branches of the national 
economy for which specialists are being trained are to participate in the effort to 
strengthen the material base of the VUZse involved. But unfortunately I cannot point 
to a single instance in which a ministry has helped us in this connection, despite the 
fact that the university trains specialiste for virtually all branches of the national 


economy . 


The years of the Tenth Five-Year Plan have seen VUZ scientists do much to draw science 
closer to industry and introduce scientific research into the national economy. The 
state university has performed substantially more work under economic contract than 

in the course of the Ninth Five-Year Plan period. In accordance with the plan for the 
new five-year period, research will be undertaken on some 80 problems embracing all 
primary directions of the republic economy. The university has now grown to the point 
at which it can set up its own scientific inetitutes. 


The Eleventh Five-Year Plan should provide for further development of republic VUZs, 
and in particular for the establishment of an Institute of the National Economy. 


All scientists are participating in the effort to disseminate political and scientific 
knowledge among the people. Bui this effort now consists primarily of the presentation 
of lectures and the publication of brochures. This is clearly not enough. The need 
has now arisen for the publication of a popular scientific journal in the Tajik lan- 


guage. 


The higher school has been called upon to train the specialists who will then have 
ahead of them the task of carrying on the effort of the present generation of Soviet 
people. Permit me from this high tribune to assure the delegates to this congress 
that the many thousands associated with the work of the Tajik State University imeni 
Vv. I. Lenin, and the other republic VUZs as well, have justified the trust which has 
been placed in them and will in the future be devoting 411 their efforts to insuring 
honorable fulfillment of the tasks set by the party and government of training highly 
qualified cadres and increasing the effectiveness with which our scientific potential 
is exploited to accomplish national economic tasks. [Applause]. 


[Speech by S. Mirzoshoyev, minister of culture of the Tajik SSR)

[Text] Comrades! Our people in culture and the arts, along with all the other working 
people of our republic, have received the CPSU Central Committee draft for the 26th 
Party Congress with warm approval and great enthusiasm. This most important document 
has been discussed in all collectives with great interest and in a businesslike manner 
and has everywhere been received as a program of action aimed at achieving a greater 
role for culture and the arts in enriching the spiritual life of the people and devel- 
oping high moral qualities and the aesthetic tastes of the working people. 


The republic's network of cultural institutions is experiencing a period of intensive 
growth, which is making possible broader opportunities for providing the population 
with greater access to cultural values and organizing its leisure time activities. 
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Within the Ministry of Culture syatem alone the past 5 years have seen the opening of 
266 libraries, 213 clubs, 31 national theaters and companies and 16 music and art 
achools for children. A professional theater has begun its work in Kurgan-Tyube; new 
museums have opened in Nurek and Uca-Tyube. But not only has the network of cultural 
and art institutions grown, there have also occurred qualitative changes in the scope 
of the activities of these institutions. Further development of mutual exchanges and 
mutual enrichment of Tajik art and that of other fraternal peoples of our country hae 
constituted one of the most important characteristics of the creative process of these 
years. 


In evaluating what has been ac. waplished over the course of the Tenth Five-Year Plan 
period in light of the vital tasks set forth in the CPSU Central Committee draft for 
the 26th Party Congress, we are well aware of the fact that the results achieved etill 
do not fully measure up to today's, let alone tomorrow's, requirements. 


A substantial portion of the population still remains outside the sphere of involvement 
in cultural activities and cut off trom access to cultural offerings. This is connected 
firet and foremost with deficiencies in the work of the Ministry of Culture and of cul- 
tural and educational institutions. Many of them are deficient in their organization of 
interesting, absorbing activities capable of drawing listeners and spectators into par- 
ticipation. Club activities have yet to be rid of their formalistic approach. 


The Ministry of Culture is directing efforts toward remedying existing deficiencies and 
increasing the effectiveness and improving the quality of the work of cultural and arts 
institutions with respect to the development of a Marxist-Leninist world view and to 

more fully satisfying the many and varied spiritual needs of the republic's population. 


The CPSU Central Committee draft for the 26th Party Congress sets forth the task of ex- 
panding the network of mass-service libraries and clubs and of enlarging their role as 
centers of independent creative activity for working people and where they can utilize 
their leisure time. Despite the growth in our network of cultural and educational in- 
stitutions, they were not made available to the population in 1980 at a level greater 
than in 1979. Newly opened clubs and libraries are covering only the increase in popu- 
lation. In consequence of the fact that no construction of cultural institutions 
through state capital investment is planned for the Eleventh Five-Year Plan period, 

we believe it necessary to take measures to step up construction of these facilities 
with the assistance of ministries and associated departments, kolkhozes, sovkhozes 

and industrial enterprises. We are not utilizing such an important additional means 
of enlarging our library network as allocating facilities for them on the bottom 
floors of residential buildings. 


We are asking party and soviet organs for help in solving problems connected with our 
efforts to extend the system of cultural institutions so as substantially to increase 
the number of them serving populated centers. 


A critical need has now arisen for the republic to build an integrated enterprise which 
would manufacture nonstandard furniture and equipment and make, rebuild and modernize 
national musical instruments. 


The republic now has acquired a certain amount of practical experience in concentrating 
the activities of ideological institutions and cultural complexes. But this exception- 
ally important and promising beginoing has yet to be followed up on the required scale; 
the effort remains half-hearted. We are counting on more active assistance on the part 
of party and soviet organs and economic managers. 
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Considering the practical experience of other fraternal republics, it would be to 
advantage to come to a decision in the matter of establishing the position of assistant 
kolkhos chairman (or sovkhoz director) for culture, This would have a positive impact 
upon all aspects of the cultural life of the village. 


The complexity and the importance of the social tasks life presents us with require e 
different approach to planning the development of our cultural branches. I think the 
time has come when in this area, too, planning organs should insure that their planning 
is scientifically solidly based and that their efforts are inter-related, just as they 
are in other branches, and when growth targets are backed up by the required financial 
and material resources. 


Recent years have also seen expansion of our network of music schools and increased 
opportunities and resources for training cadres. But the middle link in this chain, 
our secondary-level music schools, including those providing training in choreography, 
remains underdeveloped, which is creating difficulties in our training of specialists. 
Seconda.y music schools should be opened in Kurgan-Tyube and Kulyab. 


Permi: me to assure the 19th Party Congress that the republic's workers in culture and 
the arts will render a worthy salute to the 26th Congress of the CPSU and will do every- 
thing to realize the party's grand plans.
